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The REPLY of the Petitioner Francis Anneſley, to the 
CASE of Mr. Dixon. 


Y Certificate and Letters Pattents, the Duke of York was intituled to one 
M.iety of the Townand Lands of T:ppenay, as the Forfeiture of one Pierce 
Fitzgerald ; the Duke and his Agents never pretended to leſs, and the Down 
and Civil Surveys of Ireland, which determine all Mens Properties in that 

Kingdom, and are Conclufive Evidence, deſcribe one Moiety thercot to belong to the 

{aid Fitz-geral/d, and the other Moiety to be Sir Robert Dixon's. 

The Peritioner has been ſo unfortunate as to purchaſe under an Engliſh AQ of Par- 
liament the Duke's Moiety, in the Defence whereof, with the Money paid for the 
Purchaſe he has actually expended more than x500/. which hath almoſt Ruined the 
Petitioner, his Wife, and a numerous Family of ſmall Children. 

The Petitioner has patiently ſubmitted to the Determination of the Right Honou- 
rable the Houſe of Feers, and hath applied to Parliament for Relief; but Mr. Dix- 
on, for whom Judgment was affirmed, has not only got Poſſeſſion of all he ſited for, 
but ten Acres more, and ſome Part of the Paternal Eſtate of the Pctitioner ; this did 
not ſatisfie him, but he has vowed to deſtroy your Petitioner and his Family : In 
order to which, he being armed with Piſtols, and attended with two of his Servants, 
laid wait for your Petitioner, then unarm'd, in Years, and infirm, about a quarter of 
a Mile trom his own Houſe, in a narrow Lane, drew our his Piſtol, aſſaulted the Peti- 
tioner, threw him, and his Horſe upon him, into a Ditch, where they left him ; and 
had not one 0! the Petitioner's Servants accidentally come that Way, and help'd him 
from under his Horſe, he mult inevitably have Periſh'd ; he was carry*d home bloody 
and much bruiſed, which ſo frightned his Wite, then near her time, that ſhe fell 
dangerouſly ill, was with great hazard of her Lite, deliver*d of an only Son, who ſoon 
atter Cicd rhereof, | 

The next Step was to engage his Brother, Sir Kz/dare Burrows, then Sheriff of the 
County of Kjlaare, to execute a Writ of Erquiry to Impannel a Jury to enquire of 
Dammages, which Jury confiited of ſeveral not Free holders, bur all of them Crea- 
tures of the Sheriti*s and Dixoz's, who gave tor two Years 190 /. mean Rates, for half 
the Lands of Tippenan evicted, when never more was paid tor the whole Town than 
501, a Year; and this Gentleman knows he cannot get more now tor the whole Town 
than that Rent; and upon an Execution, direfted to his ſaid Brother the Sheriff, he 
ſeized all his Stock in his ablence, and ſold it ; for which the Petiticner paid 403 !. 5 s. 
2 4. as by the Sheritt*s Receipts, proved before the Committee of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and now ready to be produced, may appear. 

T his was not ſufficient Revenge, but Mr. Dzxoz Prints an Anſwer to the Petirioner's 
Cale, wherein he chargeth the Petitioner, © That he being his Guardian, and as ſuch in 
© Poſſeſſion of the Moicty of T zppenan in his Right, for tour or five Years, did in the 
« Year 1695, ſet upa Title for himſelf, atturned Tenant to the Countels of Orkzey, 
* kept him out of Poſſeſſion by Priviledge of Parliament, tho? he had (upon Diftur- 
* bance given him by the Commils1overs of the Revenue) produced his Pupil's Title to 
* the Commilsioners, that they did not belong to the lare King James,nor to any forteit- 
* ing Perſon, and thereupon got the Commilsioners Order for quieting his Pupils Title. 
© That the Petitioner purchaſed rhe Lands trom the Truſtees tor 6004. abating and al- 
© lowing him a 100 /. thereof for Services in making out their Title to the Premiſles, 
© as may appear by the Deed of Purchaſe; and rhat he defaced the Metes and Bounds 
© betwixt his own Landsand Tippenaz, with Intent to create Confuſion. 

'To which heavy Charge the Peritioner gives this Anſwer, That in the Year 1682, 
Mr. Quiz, having a Leaſe from the Duke ot York, then promig'd the Petitioner the ſaid 
Leaſe. In the Year 1688, Luke Fitz-gerala, the Heir of the forfeiting Proprietor, cn- 
tered and _—_ the Lands till the Year 1690, when the Commilsioners of the Reve- 
nue for King W:lliam and Queen Meary entered into the Lands as the Eſtate of the Duke 
of Tork, and ſer the ſame ro one Benjamin Themas, who was then in poſſeſcion thereof, 
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By ſeveral Letters under the Hands of Mr. Dixoz and his Unkle, and at the earneſt 
and importunate Interceſſion of them, and of ſeveral others of lus Relations, the Pe. 
titioner took him out of the Hands of a Popiſh Guardian, and took upon him the 
Guardianſhip, and for four or five Years managed all his Eſtate, withour a Penny re- 
ward, to the beſt Advantage of the ſaid Dixon, and then gave him a juft Account 
thercof, whereon there remained que to the Petitioner near 3o 7, which is yet unpaid ; 
Gratelul Acknowledgments ! for which, he has now by Letter under his Hand ready 
to he produced ; during all which time the Petitioner doth averr, that he never was 
in polſeſsion of any part of that Land as his Guardian ; and that he never had any Pa- 
tents, Deeds, Evidences, or Writings, relating to his Eſtate 1n his poſleſsion, to give 
:im the lcaſt reaſon to believe it his Propricty, and had the Petitioner been in poſſef5ion 
thereof as his Guardian, his Malice has ſince appeared to be ſuch as to have broughr 
the Petitioner to an Account for the Profits thereof long before this. 

The faid Benjamin Thomas being in poſſeſsion till the Year 1693, or 1694, the 
Counteſs of Orkwey obtained a Grant thereof, as being Part of the Duke of Tort's Eltate, 
and then Robert Rochfort, and Robert Pooly, Eſquires, Commilsioners tor the Counteſs 
of Orkney, entered thereon in her Right, and admitted Mr, Q#i, who was a Proteſtant, 
to the Benefit of his Leaſe under the Duke of York. 

In the Year 1684, Mr. Dixon being of the Age of ten Years, as is ſet forth in his 
printed Caſe; and in the Year 1695 of full Age, applied to Mr. Quiz tor his Title, 
who refuſed it, telling him, he had long before promiſed it to Mr. Anneſft:y, and he 
would be as good as his Word, this Mr. Dixoz owned on his Oath belore the Truſtees 
for Sale of the Forfeitures, when they determin'd his Claim. 

The Petitioner after this, did in 1695, come into Poſſeſſion of Part of the Lands 
of Tippenaz, under the Title of Mr. 242, and paid the Rent thereot, being 12 /. xo s. 
a Year to the Counteſs of Orknez's Commiſſioners, whole Receipts for the ſaid Renr 
were produced to the Committee, and ſome time after the faid Mr. Dixoz brought 
his Eje&ment for them, but durit never try the Title ; and the Feritioner averrs, he 
never did ſer up his Priviledge of Parliament againſt him, but lett the Management 
thereof to Mr. Thomas Broderick, who was then the Counteſs of Orkney's Agent ; and 
had the Counteſs of Orkney continued Grantee thereof, Mr. Dixoz would never have 
had Judgment in Eje&ment in that Kingdom, however unfortunate your Petitioner is 
now on that Occaſion. 

The Petitioner affirms, he never made Application to the Commiſſtoners of the 
Revenue to quiet the ſaid Dixoz”s Title to that Moiety,but that there was a Surcharge 
of Quit-rent upon the other Moiety of Tippexan, the laid Dixon's Inheritance, which 
tie Petitioner applicd to have abated, and it was accordingly by their Order dti- 
charged, | 

The Petitioner had Mr. Dixozs Conſent, in the Preſence of ſeveral Perſons of Q1a- 
lity and good Reputation, to bid for that unhappy Moiety of Tippezap, aſluring the 
Petitioner that he would not oppole him; but notwithſtanding ſuch Promiſe, Mr. 
Hasket his Agent, bid upon the Cant, 595 /. for the fatd Lands, and Mr. Hackerr own*d 
to the Petitioner, that he bid for it by Mr. Dzxoz's Order ; then the Petitioner bid 
6004. for it, and had the ſame conveyedto him by rhe 'I ruſtees, abating and 


allowing him but 102 1. thereof fo2z being at very areat 
Charge and Lrouble in making out the Litle of the Publick, 
Which the Petitioner thought a great Hardſhip on Him, to 
Have only a Dirth part allow'd, when all others, had by the 


Act of Reſumption a Fourth part of the Lands, oz Ualue 
thercof foz ſuch Dervices. 


The Petitioner after his Purchaſe from the Truſtees, was at great Expence in 
pulling down Sodd Ditches, and building ſubſtantia} Fences in the ſame Places with 
Quickſers, tho? had he confounded the Mears and Bounds, he might have thought 
[1mſ(elf Intituled after his Purchaſe, to do what he pleas'd with his own, but the Fa&t 
i5 falle, che Mears and Bounds never were removed, and Mr. Dixoz now enjoys the 
Benefit of his Improvements, to the Value of above 60 /. 

The Petitioner being preſent when Sir K/ldare Borrows the Sheriff gave Poſ- 
{ſion of thoſe Lands, told him, That he ovght not to give Poſſeſſion of the ten 


Acres, 
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Acres, nor of any part of his ancient Eſtate, but the Sheriff was fo partial, as t© have 
no regard thereto ; Mr. Dixon Swearing and Damning all that were preſent, tor nor 
running the Bounds into the Gardens and Court of the Petitioner, who averrs, aad has 
another Perſon here preſent, that will prove that no Oath was adminiſtred to any Per» 
vn who traced the Meares and Bounds, as is fallly ſuggeſted in Mr. D:xoz's printed 
Aniwer, 

Upon the whole Matter the Petitioner ſubmits the Merits of 11s Caſe to the Judg- 
ment of Par:iament, whether he has been guilty of any Breach of Truft, wither he 
!1as not aCtci like a taithful Guardian, like an atteQionate Kinſman, and good Neigh- 
hour to Mr. Dixon, and whether Mr. Dixon has made thole grateful Returns to the 
Petitioner, as the Care of him and his Concerns deſerv*d, and that {ince he has got 
the Land, his Damages and Coſts, the ten Acres, and ſome of the Petitioner's Paternal 
Eitare, he ſhould be fo malicious, as by ſo many printed Falſhoods, to endeavour to 
obſtruct the Clemency and Juſtice of the Parliament, to a Purchaſer under the San&tion 


ot their own Law (who is almoſt ruined thereby) eſpecially when he himſelf can 
24in no Benefit by it, 


It is therefore humbly hoped, that the Parhament will rather choolc to believe 
jor Truth, that which has been proved before a Committee, on beiralt of 
the Petitioner, than to have the leaſt Regard to this Gentleman's Malice.
